Out  here  in  Kansas  we  grow  plants  that  have  withstood  the  test  of  cold 
winters  and  hot  summers  and  are  full  of  pep  and  vigor  and  “rarin’  to 
grow”  and  give  a  good  account  of  themselves.  <» 

During  the  past  two  years  with  its  freakish  weather,  and  excessive  rains 
it  is  true  we  had  some  losses,  but  on  comparing  notes  with  other  growers 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  we  found  our  losses  were  less  than  most  of  them 
sustained  and  infinitesimal  compared  with  some  of  them. 

We  grow  nothing  under  glass,  and  that  we  have  to  coddle,  nurse  and 
doctor  along  to  make  live — there  are  plenty  of  things  just  as  good  that 
are  easy  to  grow. 

We  grow  the  most  beautiful  flowers  in  the  world  in  God’s  out  of  doors. 
Peonies,  Irises,  Delphiniums,  Oriental  Poppies,  Pyrethrums,  all  marvel¬ 
ously  entrancing,  and  as  easy  to  grow  as  weeds. 

We  supplement  these  with  tulips,  narcissus,  lilies,  gladiolus  and  hya¬ 
cinths,  and  a  gayer  or  brighter  spot  you  will  seldom  find. 

We  grow  for  the  beauty  and  effect  in  the  garden,  many  exquisite  things 
not  offered  for  sale  yet,  Japanese  Maples  in  more  than  a  score  of  varieties, 
those  wonderful  flowering  cherries,  almonds,  plums  and  peaches  imported

from  Japan  and  grown  for  their  etherial  bloom  as  they  bear  no  fruit,  and 
most  glorious  of  all  the  tree  peonies. 

We  know  of  but  two  growers  in  this  country  offering  Eremurus  for 
sale,  but  it  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  perennials. 

These  hardy  desert  plants  when  in  flower  with  their  great  flowerstalks, 
taller  than  a  man  and  crowned  with  a  spike  of  flowers  from  1  to  4  feet 
long  are  amongst  the  most  striking  objects  in  the  choicer  gardens  of  the 
North  and  East. 

We  have  imported  from  France  and  Holland  where  they  grow  to  per¬ 
fection,  100  fine  specimens  in  ten  varieties,  and  we  are  just  “crazy"  to  see 
them  bloom  and  they  should  do  so  this  spring. 

If  you  have  the  bug  also,  you  are  invited  to  come  and  share  the  excite¬ 
ment  with  us. 

In  this  book  we  are  showing  some  views  from  our  garden,  and  some 
“close-ups"  of  a  few  of  the  good  things  therein.  All  are  from  actual  pho¬ 
tographs.
